MLEOGAL DIBTILLATION oF WHISKY—
Cueating tae  INnteenal Revenos Lawa—
ARRIET OF SOME oOF THE OFrEspeEsra,—It has
been pronpht to the knowledge of the Govern-
ment detectives tnut for some time past persons
have been in the habit o distithoe whisk ¢
without paying license, to an almost unlimited
estent, Althuigh thelr operations, coverlag in
the ageregate millions of dollurs, were very cun-
pingly concealed, the detectives managed to
spring a trap on them, and we witl soon heir ot
rich developmenis, A great part ot the busipess
wis in distilling molusses whisky, or, as 1t ap-
penred in the market, “Jampics Bum,”

How to reach these people was the question
that perplexed the officers, The busiuess of
calling without tirst paying the tax had driven
legitimate distiliers from the market, and the
result wos that the Goveroment not only lost the
tax from those who were delrsuding !hn rovis
nue, but at the same time there wis s fulling off
in the amount from ether quarters, The Corn
Exchange became ioterested, but nothing was
it upon calenlated to break up the illieit trade,
Finally, the Trensury Dopartment apoointed a
special commission, of \\'Lu'h Charles T, Bon.
sall, Eaq., of this city, was the head. His know
ledee of the revenue laws enabled him to luy
out the plan by menns of which the parties have
ut last comne to grief, With Mr. Bonsall was
nusociated, among others, Mr. J. (. Horton,
Revenue Iuspector, who had made the subject
of distilling & speoinl study, and was, therelore,
competent to dizscover the character and capneivy
of a still upon Inspection. At Lhie starting poini
it was discovered that the people engiged in the
et trade had combined together ioto an neso-
cintion, in order fto vesist nll investigation.
Through this assoclation the movements of the
Government officers were traced, aud the alarm
given at the fiver approach of danger. As the
regular revenue oflicers must 2o on their visits
singly, and can be in no more than one portion
ol their distriet at the same time, it was casy to
wutel them and prepare lor their coming, This
Wis Overcome.

About the 1st of June most of these distillers
took out for the tirst time o license, This fixed
their loeaton and capaeity, amount of bond,
eic, The molasses whisky distillers were eon-
gregnled about Twenty third and South,
Twentv-second and Pine, and Jooalitics along
the Sehuylkin, from Market street  to far below
South,

Parties in thie Governmenl service were aent
to these suspected places to hire themselves as
help, Boatmen were employed on the river
front, und after nightinll wen ostensibly dolng
business ag removers of night soil were employed
by the detective department as apies,

Although every concelvable method was
tuken 1o elude] the observation of the Govern-
ment sples, some of them were, after o few
weeks, uncarthed and brought to the bar of
justieo,

As g snmple of the testimony aguinst the par-

ties, we give the hearing had in one cosa yester-

day at noon, belfore Uommissioner Sergeant.
Hugh Keenan, ol Twenty-fourth and Ploe
aireets, waus chiarged in the warrant with “nee-

leeting to meke true and exnct entry snd report
ol the numbder of gallons distilled: alao, the
nulm]u-r sold or removed for consumption or
HAle.

Mr. Horton testified that he visited the place,
and found two barrels of whisky lu a shed aid-
joining the distillery; found Mr. Keenan's book
there, but did not remove it at the time, but ob.
tained iv subsequently: when first seen it had un
entry of 16 gallons ot whisky for July; but since
the visit he has entered 20 gallons more; the
book also contained the entry of 70 gullons of
molasses,

Mr. Valentine, Assistant District Attorney,
called strention to the taet that the book was
not kept properly, Innsmuch as there was no
tri-monthly reports, as required by the G8th
spetion of the sct of Copgrese, il less than 150
barrels o year are manulactured, or monthly
tepurts where the annual smount exceeds 150
burrels.

Atter some other cross guestioning and arguine
the case was closed, Tlhe Commissioper held
the defendant in #1000 to anewer, Bdward Martin,
of No, 1820 Market street, waived a hearing.
The other parties will have s hearing in o few
diys. In the meantime, they are required to
go before the Assessor of the District and make
answers in regard to their manufacture: and
here it is that wost of them convict themselves,
They have severnl gallons ol molasses entered
upon their books, while the produet in whisky
is represented to be, on an averaze, 8 per cent,
ol the amount of materinl, when, in faet, it
should yield from 60 to 70 per cent. Large
quuntitics of whisky have been seized within a
few duys, and an effort will now be made to
gecure to the Government the amount of revenue
withheld, which, If one-half capacity i sllowed
te the number of stills given above, will wake
the mmount $100,000 per any for the past two
months, The system of detrauding the Govern-
ment hus been fn operation about six months,
and the officers estimnted that within a elrenit
of ten miles trom the State House the Governs
ment has been detrauded to the extent of over
three-quarters of & million of dollars.

ESvicipE oF A BURGLAR AT THE EAST-
ENN  PENITENIIARY.—A young Englishman
numed Henry Walker, convicted of burglary,
was sentenced on September 15, 1866, to threa
years' imprisonment in the Bastern Peniten-
thur'y, Alter beine received there he gradually
became melaucholy, and at last showed symp-
toms ol insanity. He was very respectably con-
nected in bis own country, and evinced a mornd
horror of any discovery by them of his disgrace.
He was tound yesterday morning suspended to
the bar of lus cell by a rope that he had extem-
porized from his clothing, He was stark aund
cold when tound. Upon the slate in his cell he
had written:—

“N, B.~To my keeper:—Take warning by this,
My spirit sball haunt you as long as you live.
You see 1 have to sacritice my lile for the truth,
Take warning,”

Iu thirty-seven years there have been incarce-
rated in the Esstern Penitentiary 5601 persons,
Out of these, in all that were there, there have
been but ftteen sulcides,
